The number of Southern 
hospitals participating in 
‘the medicare program 
showed a dramatic in- 
crease during medicare’s 
first year, Robert P, 
Bynum, Regional Assistant 
Commissioner for Social 
Security’s Atlanta region 
said today that 837 general 
hospitals in the seven 
state area of Alabama, Flo- 
rida, Georgia, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Car- 
olina and Tennessee are 
now certified to provide 
services under the health 
insurance program for the 
aged. This is a 24% 
increase over the 674 hos- 
pitals participating as. of 
July 1, 1966, The 837 hos- 
pitals represents 84% of 
the total available general 
short term beds, 

The 171 hospitals that 
came under the program 
during the period July 1, 
1966 through June 30, 1967 
included some that ae 
chieved participating sta- 
tus either by up-grading 
their care or by coming 
into compliance with Title 
VI of the Civil Rights Act. 

In the state of Alabama, 
116 hospitals are furnishing 
quality medical care for 
about 299,900 eligible aged 
persons, This is about 82%, 
of the total available beds, 

Bynum said thereis evi- 
dence that a significant 
number of elderly persons 
have entered hospitals for 
surgical procedures and 
other medical services 
they otherwise might not 
have received, Thisis most 
likely to be true of almost 
half the elderly, who, be-

A century and a half 
ago, before Alabama was 
admitted to the union, ex~ 
iled followers of Napoleon 


Bonaparte came up the

a friend whose nearby Fort 
protected settlers from 
hiastile Choctaw Indians, 

Bluff Hall, built in 1832 
on the white bluffs over- 
looking the Tombighbee Riv- 
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er where the French exiles 
had landed only 15 years 
before, was purchased by 
the Marengo County His- 
torical Society and will be 
formally opened to the 
public on October 14, the 
first day of the 150th, an- 
niversary celebration, 

One of the features of 
the sesquicentennial will 
be the dedication, by 
the French Ambassador 
Charles Lucet, of a monu- 
ment to the Napoleonic ex- 
iles. A Sidewalk Art Show 
in the City Square, a two 
day Pilgrimage of many 
ante-bellum homes and 
churches in and near De- 
mopolis, a barbecue and a 
reception at Bluff Hall, fol- 
lowed by an anniversary 
ball, highlight the two-week. 
celebration,

Master Hospital Plan 
Completed In Alabama 


Completion of Ala- 
bama’s Master Hospital 
Plan for 1968 was announc- 
ed by Dr, Ira L, Myers, 
state health officer. It will 
be submitted to the State 
Board of Health for ap- 
proval at the November 
15 meeting in Montgomery. 

Prepared by the Ala- 
bama Department of Public 
Health and revised annual- 
ly, the document includes 
a comprehensive plan for 
construction and modern- 
ization of health and med- 
ical facilities throughout 
the state. These facilities 
include general hospitals, 
public health centers, T.B. 
sanatoria, nursing homes, 
chronic disease facilities, 
rehabilitation centers, dia- 
gnostic centers, and re- 
lated medical facilities. 

Following review and 
approval by the State Board 
of Health, the plan will be 
submitted to U,S, Public 
Health Service, Approval 
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by the federal agency will 
entitle Alabama to a ten- 
tative fiscal 1968 grant al- 
location of approximately 
seven million dollars, 

The Board of Health 
currently has on file appli- 
cations for modernization 
of 6 general hospitals; for 
construction of 3 new gen- 
eral hospitals, 1 diagnostic 
and treatment center, lre- 
habilitation facility, and 3 
new public health centers; 
for modernization of 1 TB 
hospital; for additions to 
20 existing general hos- 
pitals, 2 existing TB hos- 
pitals, 3 nursing homes, 1 
long-term care hospital 
unit. 

Approval of projects for 
construction and modern- 
ization will be granted on 
the basis of relative need 
established in accordance 
with U.S, Public Health 
Service criteria shown in 
the 1968 Master Hospital 
Plan. 

The Elba Hospital Board 
has already filed complete 
records for the addition 
of 16 private rooms to he 
added to the Elba General 
Hospital. This should he 
approved in the January 
meeting of the Board of 
Regeants, The local money 
to match the state and fed- 
eral grants has been ac- 
quired through the one cent 
city sales tax that is ear- 
marked for the hospital.

‘BULBS

Alabama Co-op 
Pays Taxes 
To Alabama 


Alabama Electric Coop- 
erative in the past three 
weeks has paid out more 
than $21,185 in taxes to the 
State of Alabama on elect- 
ricity generated and sold 
during the past year. 

The Andalusia-based 
cooperative generates and 
transmits wholesale elect- 
ricity to distributive coop- 
eratives, cities and large 
industries in South Alaba- 
ma and Northwest Florida, 

AEC paid some $9,152 
in late September on hydro- 
produced electricity. The 
tax is levied against coop- 
eratives and private com- 
panies onthe basis of elect- 
ricity by the force of falling 
water, Amount of the tax 
flucturates from year to 
year depending on the water 
Supply. 

The company paid $12, 
032 in gross receipts tax 
October 15. This is a 4 
mill tax on all electric 
power sold and applies eq- 
ually to cooperatives and 
private companies, Other 
utilities such as water and 
pee pay a lower rate of 

mills, 

Alabama Electric will 
pay property taxes in the 
counties in which it owns 
property later in the sea- 
son, It pays all taxes paid 
by private companies 
except income tax on pro- 
fits since it operates as a 
cooperative, non - profit 
business selling electricity 
to its Owner-consumers at 
only the rate necessary to 
operate,
